they ordered the e.xcavatioustuceuse, acted 
wisely and prudently^ Hundreds of dol- 
lars were being thrown away in lowering 
the natural site for a reservoir (already 
too low) to a street grade. Verilj', the 
7'i)/o'.s has solved the jii'oblem of water 
supply. All the corporaliiin has now to 
do is to riiiae a loan of about So.OOO.OiX) 
and expend it in cutting d'own the higher 
levels to conf(Uni to the grade of the 
lower levels and there will be an abund- 
ant pressure to meet all demands that may 
be made. Our contemporary should for- 
mulate his scheme and lay it before the 
water committee. 

A VENER.ABLK PILE. 

Among the many "stately homes of 
England ' few, if any, possess a deeper 
historic interest, or awaken more pr 
nant antiipiariau memories than Hatfield 
liiniHe, the Hertfordshire seat of th 
Manpu'.ss of Salisbury, where the f^ueen 
was recently entertained. For nearly 
three centuries past the venerable pile has 
been one of the centres of English iioliti- 
cal and social life, and tlic associations 
which cliMtcr ininul it are part of our na 
ti(jnal histor)-. Kings have been enter 
taini'd there with a hosiiitalily little short 
of regal; it was there that a princess,after- 
wards one of thegreatestof EnglishQueens, 
was kept in seini-conlinemont; and there 
also have been from time to time decided 
upon Hellenics of i>olicy of vital impoi-tjiiice 
to the empire. .lames the First, Elizii- 
betli, I )liver Cromwell, Charles the First, 
(ieoige the First, (ieorge the F'ourtb and 
Victoria are amongst a few of the royal 
guests who have accepted the hospitality 
of the Lords of Hatfield since the early 
part of the seventeenth century when the 
great founder of the housi' of Cecil, Loril 
Burleigh, had to surrender, with what 
grace he could, the noble demesne of 
Theo^jolds at Cheshunt, to which .I;imes 
1. had taken a f.iiicy, in exchange for thu 
Hertfordshire estate. Ancient as is Hat- 
field House, some of its iippurtonances 
can boast of H s'ill higher antic)uity, for 
what is now the |iriiicipiil stable was once 
the bamiueting hall of the Hishojis of Ely, 
who held the estate, or the larger portion 
of it, down to tlie time of Henry VIII 
and whose palace stood u|ion a part of 
the site occupii'il 1 ,y the present st ruct u 
The IniMse ih full Ireiisiircs of priceless 
value h I I 111- aiil icpianali and t he student 
of art. \' isil ors may see the gorgeously 
carved and giliieil beil in which .James 1. 
slept during one of his visits, the couch 
on which Oliver Cromwell is said to have 
rested, '.liieen Klizabeth's saddle upon 
which she sal when reviewing hei" forces 
at Tilbury, just liefore the .Vrmada hove 
insight. Queen Elizabeth's cradle too is 
here, and her bat and silk stockings, ami 
everywhere on the walls are pictures of 
surpassing interest, and, in mauy casus, 
of surpassing merit; while to the student 
of history everything will l)e uinmport;int 
in comparison with the wealth of nianu 
scripts and books that lill the capacious 
cabinets r.ingi'd round the library. T 
the majority of \ isitoi's, however, the par 
is, perhaps, the jirineipal attraction, and 
certainly no more beautiful sylvan seunery 
could he desired tlian that which is all'ord- 
ed by its nmlir.-igeons aveinics of limes 
and oaks vener.i'ole, some of them, with a 
growth of nearly ten centuries. 

Texas, which is certainly a state with 
out a very largo reputation for tratifinility, 
is now engaged in a most remarkable 
political contest. ( )n the 'Ith of .August 
the elecloi's will lie asked to vote on the 
following proposed .■unendimiul to the 
state constitution: "The manufacturo,8ali! 
and exchange of intoxicating liquors, ox- 
cHi)t for medioil, mechanical, sacramental 
and scientitic purposes, is hereby prohib- 
ited in the slate of Tex/is. The legislature 
shall, at the lirst sf^saion tifter the adoption 
of this aintMidnionI, enact measures to put, 
t his iM'ovision int,o cdTect. " There has lately 
boon such a marvellous growtii of prohibi- 
tory sentiment in the lone star state that 
it would be impossible to fairly estimate the 
roaidt. The reformers claim that thoy will 
carry the statt'by a majority of 50, OtW, and 
their opponents areeipiallysun^ of winning 
by even larger (igur(!s. .At the last gen- 
eral election St. .lohn, the proliibilionist 
candidate for presideiii, ordy received 
;i,500 votes. Last year -Mr. Dohoney, 
who represented the same cause in the 
•tate eleotion^ B«cured nearly 20,000 bal- 



lots, while the republican candidate re- 
ceived 65,000, and the demncratir! sland- 
■ird bearer 228,000. Btit the piesont 
battle is purely non-iiartisan. For the 
time there are only two parties in Texas 
the prohibitionist and anti-prohibition- 
ist. One peculiarity of this contest is the 
extent to which preachers of tho gospel 
aio engaging in the hot work of agitation 
and discussion. It would almost seem 
that a majority of tho iniiiisters in the 
state aroarraj'cd on one side or tlit; other, 
doing their part to make this rough-and- 
tumble battle even more lively and inter- 
iesting. 

Mil. Jay GJoui.d, during the recent 
Wall street smash up, gavo tho world .i 
most disagreeable illustration of what an 
absolute^pionaroh he has come to be in 
the dominion of money. The cleaning 
out of tho colleo brokers, which for a time 
seemed to coini)riMo the whole matter ami 
to result from their own iiiii;nily, is now 
seen to have been onl3' one mo\ e in a 
very large game of linaiicial cheekers. 
King U«uld and a number of the retinue 
that cliister about his throne were very 
anxious to secure a controlling interest in 
certain big eiJiieerns, including the Man- 
hattsn eloviited railroad and the Haltimoi-e 
and Ohio Telegraph Co. But the stock 
valuations of these corporations were 
much hiLdier than they proposed lo pay. 
So, to get them down to a tigure that 
would suit their purposes, they in- 
augurated a tremendous bear movement, 
which was carried out with such success 
that it came near knocking the 
bottom (Hit of everything and producing a 
national painc. But in the midst ■ of Ihe 
freshet, when immense values weri' hour- 
ly being washed out of existence, (Imdd, 
Sage & Co. siiw signs of a natural reaction 
and without a moment's warning stepped 
in and securetl the di'sircd stocks, .it a 
price which must have been si'X era! niil- 
lions of dollars less than they would have 
commanded only a few days liefore. i'hese 
enormous purchases produced an iuslank 
buoyancy in the slock market, and before 
tho rebound exhausted itself |iriceH ran 
up to remarkably high ligures. 1 hiring 
this fall and rise .several heav y o|ieral<u-s 
lost millions of dollars apiece, and two or 
three wore laid out altogether. It seems 
strange that one man should possess such 
mighty jxiwer. But while his maiuhito is 
siiriicieiit to lock up Sol), 0011,000 at a day's 
notice, it is easy to see that tin' .VewVork 
money market is eiilircly at the coinmand 
of his [ileasiire.

No doubt 
cheek is a most \alu.ablo lommodity, but 
it seems to be so very common, that (Piie 
is forced to eui|uiro wiiy with all the pub- 
lic parks, beaches, and pleasure resorts, 
strangers will not take their carnivals at 
such public places for the purpose laid 
out, or what grounds are there lo pre- 
sume to invade tho privacy of any pei son's 
place, unless by invitation, or some mu- 
tual exchange and reciprneitN .

"This thing of allowing British Colum- 
bia pilots to come ovoi' on -Ainericnn 
waters," continued lns|)ector Bryant, 
"and competing with .\nierican pilots, 
who have tho proper license to navigati! 
our waters, must be stopped. If the oiih- 
toms offloiala do not attend to their duty 
and protect our pilots, we will take part 
in the affiur ountivm."
